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Heavy fine 
given to 
owner for 
dog attack 

A PUPPY was almost killed 
during a brutal attack by a 
bulldog, a court has heard. 

Staffordshire Bull Terrier 
puppy Stella was pounced 
on by an American Bulldog, 
which came within one mil¬ 
limetre of piercing her liver 
during the attack as she 
was walked in a Welshpool 
town centre car park by her 
owner Josh Langford. 

The bulldog, Raphael, ran 
over to Stella and locked its 
jaws around her leg before 
attacking her stomach. 

It was only when owner 
Rafal Olszowy prised the 
dog’s jaws open that it let 
go of Stella who needed life 
saving surgery to repair her 
wounds. 

Olszowy, 37, of Berriew 
Street, Welshpool, appeared 
at Welshpool Magistrates 
Court on Tuesday, where 
he admitted being in charge 
of a dog which was danger¬ 
ously out of control. 

Magistrates fined him 
£450 and ordered him to pay 
£85 costs and a £45 victim 
surcharge. 

He was also ordered to 
pay Mr Langford’s vets fees 
of £556 and £100 compensa¬ 
tion to Mr Langford. 

In addition Olszowy’s dog 
must be muzzled and placed 
on a lead whenever it is in 
public. 

The magistrates court 
heard Mr Langford was 
walking through Berriew 
Street car park in Welshpool 
on July 13 when the attack 
happened. 

Council to 
take action 
over claims 

WELSHPOOL Town Coun¬ 
cil says it is taking legal 
action over remarks on so¬ 
cial media accusing coun¬ 
cillors of taking “bribes” or 
“brown envelopes.” 

The council is in talks 
with its solicitors after com¬ 
ments appeared on certain 
Facebook pages accusing 
councillors of taking bribes 
over plans by discount su¬ 
permarket Lidl to come to 
the town. 

Councillor Malcolm Doug¬ 
lass, town mayor, said the 
council is aware of several 
posts on the social network¬ 
ing site and has instructed 
its legal advisors to take 
action. The mayor said a 
person who branded a coun¬ 
cil staff member a “liar” on 
a bus would also receive a 
legal letter. 


Ffion looks forward to her ‘big girl’s bed’

A BRAVE little girl who defied doctors to survive a 
life-threatening infection is set to have her dream 
of a ‘big girl’s bed’ come true. 

Ffion Rudman from Llansantffraid was just two 
years old when she was rushed by ambulance to 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital with pneumonia 
and severe streptococcal A toxic sepsis in 2013. 

But despite her parents Frank and Helen being 
told to prepare for the worst, Ffion managed to 
defy medical opinion and survived. Now aged four 
and still with a long and slow recovery ahead of her, 
she has lost the sight in her right eye and suffered 
extensive damage to her left leg, including the am¬ 
putation of her foot. 

Family friends Laura and Andy Jones who own 
handmade housewares company Mr and Mrs Jones 
Make Lovely Things, have offered to build her a 
unique “big girl’s” bed with a special princess 
theme, specially designed for her needs. 

They have been supported in their project by 
Alan Ward furniture in Shrewsbury, which has do¬ 
nated a £100 mattress for the bed, and Boys and 
Boden builders’ merchant in Welshpool, which has 
donated the rest of the materials. 

Mrs Jones said: “After learning she is desperate 
for a big girl’s bed, we decided to make one for her 
with a special princess design. 

“The bed has been specially designed with 
Ffion’s needs in mind, so it is low to the ground to 
make it easier for her to climb in and out of and is 
based on the bed Andy made for our own daughter, 
which Ffion has always loved.” 

Mrs Rudman said: “The bed is a surprise but 
Ffion recently told us out of the blue that she 
wanted to ask Father Christmas for a ‘princess 
bedroom’ so I can’t wait to see the look on her face 
when she finally gets her new bed.” 

Kathy Lesser, marketing manager at Alan Ward, 
said the firm was happy to donate a mattress which 
is specially designed for a softer night’s sleep to 
make the bed as comfortable as possible for Ffion. 


PYLONS BID SPARKS 
FEARS FOR BUSINESS 


A BUSINESSMAN says his 
livelihood could be blighted 
after discovering a controver¬ 
sial power cable serving pro¬ 
posed Mid Wales windfarms 
would go directly over his 
property. 

Clive Knowles, who runs the Brit¬ 
ish Ironwork Centre at Aston near 
Oswestry, expressed his fears ahead 
of a fresh series of consultation 
events, starting next week, on the 
power plans. 

During the consultation, which starts in 
Whittington on Monday, National Grid will 
present detailed design plans for the pro¬ 
posed 30-mile power line from Cefn Coch near 
Llanfair Caereinion to Lower Frankton near 
Oswestry. 

Part of the line is set to be undergrounded

while other parts could be carried overhead on 
pylons and the cable will take power generated 
from planned windfarms to the National Grid. 

Mr Knowles is expanding his retail business 
into a tourist attraction with a sculpture park 
and a falconry centre among other activities. 

This week he learned that National Grid’s 
detailed map for the siting of its pylons took the 
high voltage wires directly over his offices, shop 
and coffee shop. 

Mr Knowles said: “This would be absolutely 
devastating for us. We have worked so hard at 
British Ironworks to build up this businesses 
and turn it into a tourist attraction. 

“I was heartbroken when I saw National 
Grid’s detailed plans. 

“What health implications will this have for 
my staff and will visitors really want to come 
and sit and enjoy a coffee in this lovely coun¬ 
tryside with the hum of electricity overhead?” 

Montgomeyshire MP Glyn Davies said Na¬ 
tional Grid should have waited until the plan¬ 


ning inspector who had overseen a year-long 
inquiry into whether the windfarms should get 
the go-ahead publishes his decision. 

Mr Davies said: “I am so frustrated by the 
actions of National Grid that I am to seek a de¬ 
bate in Parliament over the way it is behaving. 

“National Grid is acting as if the wind farm 
planning inquiry is a ‘fait accompli’ and that 
permission will be granted for the Mid Wales 
windfarms.” 

Montgomeryshire Assembly Member Russell 
George has criticised the Welsh Assembly over 
the plans. 

He said: “The people of Montgomeryshire 
have a deep suspicion that the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment is working with National Grid in support 
of the project and I believe that the government 
should be open and transparent and publish 
correspondence between themselves and the 
National Grid.” 

Edwina Hart, minister for economy, science 
and transport, said the Welsh Assembly had 
maintained regular contact with National Grid, 
but would not elaborate.

Bus deal 
is agreed 
at plans 
meeting 

OSWESTRY is getting a 
better deal after developers 
agreed to pay £1.3 million to 
improve local bus services 
rather than manage a Park 
& Ride scheme at the town’s 
new edge of town retail and 
leisure development, it has 
been claimed. 

Councillor John Cad- 
wallader said spending the 
money on buses in Oswestry 
would benefit the whole 
town. 

He made the claim at 
a meeting of Shropshire 
Council’s north planning 
committee as members 
agreed to accept a pay¬ 
ment from developers who 
wished to avoid having to 
run a Park & Ride service 
from the new supermarket, 
cinema and retail complex 
which is currently being 
built on Shrewsbury Road 
in Oswestry. 

Planning permission was 
granted for the redevelop¬ 
ment four years ago of the 
Smithfield livestock market 
site, despite objections from 
some town centre traders, 
on the condition that a Park 
& Ride service linked to the 
town centre was provided, 
but councillors accepted a 
variation of terms at Tues¬ 
day’s meeting. 

Councillor Cadwallader, 
Shropshire Councillor for 
Market Drayton East, said: 
“Improving and extending 
the existing bus service has 
to be far better than simply 
having shuttle buses going 
back and to from the town 
centre to the development.” 

Pitch will 
be repaired 
by authority 

AN artificial football pitch 
which has been out of action 
after being damaged by the 
weather will be revamped. 

Powys County Council 
will spend £22,000 on bring¬ 
ing the pitch at the Flash 
Leisure Centre in Welshpool 
back up to standard. 

The pitch had become 
waterlogged by recent bad 
weather, leading to sludge 
covering the surface and 
was closed to the public last 
week. 

There had been concerns 
that if the money was not 
found, the pitch would be 
closed for good. 

But Montgomeryshire 
MP Glyn Davies lobbied the 
council to find the money 
and the repairs will now be 
carried out.

Coroner John Ellery said 
he would be writing to the 
traffic manager to suggest 
an advisory speed limit of 
40 miles per hour on the 
stretch of road where the 
accident happened. 

Witnesses said they heard 
the sound of two vehicles, 
one the Mazda 6 driven by 
Mr Stealey, who lived in 
Copthorne, Shrewsbury, 
but who was from Edgerley, 
near Melverley, Oswestry, 
and the other a motor¬ 
bike just seconds before 
the crash. David Murphy, 
of Shrewsbury, was riding 
the motorbike and told the 
inquest he had seen Mr 
Stealey overtake two cars in 
an ‘aggressive’ manner and 
then overtake a third. 

PC Stephen King, a foren¬ 
sic officer with West Mer¬ 
cia Police said: “Excessive 
speeding was a factor in this 
accident. It appears he was 
travelling at speeds of up to 
80 miles an hour and lost 
control of his vehicle before 
rolling through a garden. 

“The driver of the Mazda 
was driving too fast for the 
road conditions and in ex¬ 
cess of the speed limit for 
that road, which was 60 
miles an hour.” 

The coroner said: “The 
loss of control was due to 
the speed at which Mr Stea¬ 
ley was driving. I make no 
comment to what was hap¬ 
pening between Mr Murphy 
and Mr Stealey.” 



New homes to be built in parkland 


The new homes project will help meet the cost of the restoration of historic Brogyntyn Hall 


A NEW hamlet of 50 homes is to be 
built within parkland to pay for the 
restoration of a historic Oswestry hall. 

The homes will be built within the 
93-acre grounds of Brogyntyn, once 
the ancestral home of the Harlech 
Family and visited by John F Kennedy 
and wife Jackie before his assassina¬ 
tion. 

Buildings at Home Farm on the 
parkland will be turned into 11 homes 
and the Grade II* listed Brogyntyn 
Hall will be restored into a family 
home, with one wing of the building 
being demolished. 

The plans for Brogyntyn, which has 


lain unused for decades and is on Eng¬ 
lish Heritage’s at risk register, were 
approved by members of Shropshire 
Council’s north planning committee 
on Tuesday. Councillors said it was 
imperative that the restoration and 
the new development ran in tandem. 

Objectors said that the proposals 
would see the loss of a third of the hall, 
would create a new village inside the 
parkland and would cause traffic prob¬ 
lems on the B4580. 

But a report from planning officer 
Karen Townsend said the new homes 
were necessary to fund the restoration 
of Brogyntyn Hall. 


Remarking on the 50 new homes she 
said: “The proposed site is the least 
harmful, the layout, scale and design 
of the dwellings is considered to be of a 
high quality and will result in a sensi¬ 
tive, low density, development creating 
the appearance of a new small ham¬ 
let.” She said that the need for the res¬ 
toration and repair of Brogyntyn Hall 
needed to be factored into the balance. 

Councillors agreed the scheme 
was the best way to restore the hall. 
Councillor Martin Bennett said: “This 
seems the way of doing the minimal 
amount of damage to allow the resto¬ 
ration of the hall.”

Reassurances given about 
changes at leisure centre 


LEISURE centre users in Oswestry have 
been reassured that they should not see any 
changes as a result of the sale of the busi¬ 
ness by Serco. 

Outsourcing giant Serco plans to sell off its envi¬ 
ronmental and leisure businesses in the UK, includ¬ 
ing the management of the new Oswestry Leisure 
Centre. 

The ownership of the building will be retained by Shrop¬ 
shire Council and Shirehall chiefs say will be meeting with 


Serco in the near future to 
discuss the changes. 

Oswestry town councillor 
Martin Bennett, who is a 
keen user of the town’s lei¬ 
sure services, said the sale 
should have no effect on the 
day-to-day services offered 
at the centre on Shrewsbury 
Road. 

“I don’t think this will 
make a particular difference 
to the users of the centre,” 
he said. “I do know that 
Serco put a lot of invest¬ 
ment into the centre. They 
doubled the size of the fit¬ 
ness suite and they put a lot 
of investment into getting 
more people through the 
doors. 

“In these days when we’re 
all encouraged to be as fit as 
we can this is a good thing.” 

Councillor Bennett, who 
is also a Shropshire Coun¬ 
cillor for Oswestry, said the 
company has confirmed that 
all staff will remain in their 
current roles following the 
sale. He said: “Shropshire 
Council will obviously be 
involved because they have 
to give agreement, but there 
should be no change to the 
regime at the leisure centre. 

“It’s a major facility for 
the area and I would encour¬ 
age people to consider the 
benefit of regular exercise.” 

Serco has said the 200 
staff employed across the 
centres will transfer with 
the business, and that de¬ 
spite the sale the leisure side 
is considered to be a strong 
business. 

As well as Oswestry Lei¬ 
sure Centre, Serco currently

runs Market Drayton Swim¬ 
ming Centre, Shrewsbury 
Sports Village and Indoor 
Bowls Hall, Whitchurch 
Swimming Centre and the 
Quarry Swimming and Fit¬ 
ness Centre in Shrewsbury. 

The company runs every 
aspect of the centres, from 
the lifeguards at the swim¬ 
ming pools and the cleaners 
to the centres’ management. 

It took over the running 
of the centre from Shrop¬ 
shire Council in 2012. 

Gwilym Butler, Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s cabinet 
member for leisure, libraries 
and culture, said: “Shrop¬ 
shire Council retains own¬ 
ership of the buildings and 
will continue to do so. 

“Representatives of Serco 
Leisure are due to meet with 
Shropshire Council in the 
next two weeks to discuss 
this announcement and 
what it means.” 

The management of the 
centres is also linked to 
another party, Shropshire 
Community Leisure Trust. 
When asked about its role 
and ownership Mr Butler 
added: “Shropshire Com¬ 
munity Leisure Trust is a 
legally-constituted organi¬ 
sation who run and manage 
the five sites on behalf of 
Shropshire Council.” 

Serco was handed the 
management of the centres 
on a 10-year deal in July 
2012, meaning that the 
contract has another eight 
years to run. 



MP speaks out over health services 


MONTGOMERYSHIRE MP Glyn 
Davies has given his vision on the 
future of hospital services for Shrop¬ 
shire and Mid Wales. 

The Montgomeryshire MP says a 
greenfield emergency centre east of 
Shrewsbury and a network of new, 
urgent care centres, including one in 
Mid Wales, is the best future model for 
health care in the region. 

Mr Davies met other MPs, health 
commissioners and the Shrewsbury 
and Telford Hospitals Trust to discuss 
the future of Shropshire’s National 
Health Service. He said it was a meet¬ 
ing that reinforced the problems that 
the health service was facing. 

The MP said: “The NHS in Shrop¬ 
shire is in serious trouble and we 


heard that hospital trust will be £12 
million over budget this year. 

“Key services are being lost from 
Shropshire altogether including car¬ 
diac and some trauma services and 
it is becoming impossible to recruit 
consultants. This cannot carry on. 
Personally, I think the only acceptable 
future model is one green field ‘emer¬ 
gency’ centre east of Shrewsbury, and 
a network of new urgent care centres, 
including one in Montgomeryshire.” 

A Future Fit consultation is cur¬ 
rently being undertaken into how 
health services should be organised in 
the future. 

Clinical commissioning groups for 
Shropshire and Telford, whose role is 
to organise NHS services and funding, 


say the only feasible option for the fu¬ 
ture is to have one emergency centre 
in Shropshire dealing with 999 and 
life-threatening situations and inju¬ 
ries. The location of the new centre 
has yet to be decided, but will either 
be at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospital, 
the Princess Royal Hospital in Tel¬ 
ford, or, as Mr Davies suggests, on a 
new greenfield site located somewhere 
between the two. 

If it stays at either of the two hospi¬ 
tals, it will be supplemented with an 
urgent care centre and a local planned 
care facility, while the site that loses 
the emergency centre will instead have 
a diagnosis and treatment centre, ur¬ 
gent care centre and local planned care 
facility.

Taxi scheme to 
return to town 

TAXI marshals are being 
used in Oswestry in the 
run-up to Christmas to get 
people of the streets more 
quickly and help keep the 
streets safe. 

Shropshire Council has 
funded the popular taxi 
marshal scheme for the 
fourth year in a row. 

Those coming out of the 
main pubs and clubs in the 
town on Friday and Sat¬ 
urday nights looking for a 
taxi will now be overseen 
by the specially trained 
marshals who will ensure 
more vulnerable people ac¬ 
cess a lift home as quickly 
as possible. 

In past years the scheme 
has been heralded as stop¬ 
ping fights breaking out in 
Oswestry, getting people 
off the streets as quickly 
as possible and preventing 
those affected by alcohol 
milling around and causing 
potential trouble.

Calls grow for lights to be 
turned back on in streets

Car overturned 
after man had 
drinks in pub then 
decided to drive 


CALLS from Oswestry residents for the turning back on of street 
lights at night are now being echoed around Shropshire. 

Residents attended a meeting of Oswestry Town Council last month raising 
concerns that the current system of part-night lighting is dangerous. 

During the talks town mayor John Gareth Jones admitted he was among those residents 
who would like to see the lights turned back on. 

He said he had “no end of complaints” from residents about the switch-off decision, 
which was taken by the town council in line with other towns around the epunty under 

-7--- advice from Shropshire Council and which 

is aimed at saving energy and money. 

Town councillors agreed to look at op¬ 
tions to restore lighting in residential areas 
at night. 

Residents further afield have now echoed 
the calls in Oswestry, and are urging bosses 
at Shropshire Council to also reverse their 
switch-off decision. 

A petition has been set up calling for 
street lights around the county to be 
switched back on after midnight. 

So far more than 350 people have signed 
the petition since it was launched at the 
end of last week. 

But organisers said despite being pleased 
with the response, they wanted to get more 
people on board. 

The petition was launched by Sian 
Rushton and Mike Smith of Market Dray¬ 
ton. 

They are asking Shropshire Council to 
reverse a policy which has so far seen thou¬ 
sands of street lights switched off between 
midnight and 5.30am. 

They say they would like the lights back 
on to help deter crime and make people feel 
safer in their homes and want the council 
to extinguish every other lamp in every 
street, rather than create a total blackout 
in areas. 

Mrs Rushton said: “We are pleased with 
how many people have signed it so far and 
wish to thank everyone who has supported 
it. 

“But we need more people to sign it - the 
more support we get the better. 

“We urge more people to sign it, we want 
people from all over Shropshire to sign it, 
not just Market Drayton. 

“We would also like people to share the 
petition with others on Facebook.” 

Shropshire Council operates 18,300 
street lights around the county and had 
identified more than 6,000 as being “cru¬ 
cial to public safety”, which will remain in 
constant operation. 

It plans to switch about 12,500 of the 
county’s street lights to part night lighting 
by next year. 


A MAN who has been mourning the death 
of a friend overturned his car on the way 
home from drinking in the pub, a court 
heard. 

Daniel Dunn, 24, had been in The Oak 
in Guilsfield, near Welshpool, on October 
31 after a close friend had suffered a heart 
attack and died. 

But Dunn decided to drive home to Ard- 
dleen, hitting a hedge and overturning. 

Dunn, of Naylor Fields, Arddleen, admit¬ 
ted a charge of drink driving at Welshpool 
Magistrates Court on Tuesday. He was 
banned from the roads for 12 months and 
fined £100. He was also ordered to pay £85 
costs and a victim surcharge of £20. 

Mrs Helen Tench, prosecuting, said: 
“Police officers were called to the A4392 
between Arddleen and Guilsfield at about 
10pm on October 31. 

“When they arrived they found a car 
which was badly damaged and on its side. 
There was an ambulance present and the 
defendant was inside getting treatment for 
a head wound. 

“He was spoken to and taken to the sta¬ 
tion where he admitted he had been out 
drinking with friends and family following 
a death to a close friend.” 

Mrs Tench said Dunn was given a breath¬ 
alyser test and gave a reading of 57 micro¬ 
grammes of alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
breath. The legal limit is 35. Mr Paul Inns, 
for Dunn, said: “My client had been out and 
had three drinks. He thought he was OK to 
drive, but obviously this was not the case.”

Teenagers raise concerns 
about youth cuts proposal

YOUNG people from Oswestry have written an open letter to Shrop¬ 
shire Council expressing their concerns over its plans to cut £140,000 
from county youth services. 

About 20 staff, a third of the county’s youth workers, could lose their jobs if 
the cuts go ahead at the end of March as the council battles to find multi-million 
pound savings. 

The authority argues the budget cut is needed because it having to save £80million, 
on top of £87 million of savings made since 2009. But members of the Oswestry Youth 
- Forum have asked the authority to think

Accident in 
workplace 
killed man 

A WORKMAN was killed in his workshop 
after a plank of wood was thrown back off 
a circular saw and hit him in the neck, an 
inquest heard. 

Michael Andrew Combrinck was found 
dead on the floor of his workshop at Mana- 
fon, near Welshpool, on July 21 with a cat¬ 
astrophic injury to his neck. 

There was a piece of wood stuck in his 
neck and another small piece in his lung 
and his trachea and a main artery had been 
severed. 

The 58-year-old South African pattern¬ 
maker, who lived in Llanbrynmair, had 
been cutting the wood to make floorboards 
for a house he was renovating, the inquest 
in Brecon was told. 

Powys coroner Andrew Barkley said pa¬ 
thologist Dr Katherine Harrison had con¬ 
cluded that Mr Combrinck had died as a 
result of catastrophic blood loss, due to a 
neck injury. 

Mr Barkley said: “The machine was not 
fitted with the two safety measures that 
would have prevented this tragedy hap¬ 
pening. 

“This case highlights the inherent dan¬ 
gers to those working with circular saws, 
especially when working alone and without 
the safety measures. 

“There was nothing wrong with the ma¬ 
chine, it appears to have been an error on 
the behalf of Mr Combrinck.” He recorded 
a conclusion of accidental death due to ex- 
sanguination as a result of a neck injury.

The forum, based at The Centre - the 
town’s purpose built youth headquarters 
- says its members have “great concerns” 
for the future of youth services across the 
county. 

“We want to know why the cuts are oc¬ 
curring and why the Government won’t lis¬ 
ten to youth views?” their letter asks. 

It goes on to ask what will happen to 
youth services, how qualified the volun¬ 
teers needed to replace redundant staff 
members will be, and how those volunteers 
will be supported. 

“We live in an area with a high level of 
youth related crime for a rural area,” the 
letter adds. 

“But within the time that The Centre 
has been open these levels have dropped, 
how will we be able to keep the levels low 
if the youth who are causing trouble for 
both themselves and the community have 
nowhere to go? 

“Who will we be able to speak in con¬ 
fidence about personal problems to and 
where will we be able to meet our friends 
when we live in a rural area? 

“The Centre provides transport in order 
for members of other youth groups to come 
and interact with us and vice versa. 

“We enjoy using The Centre and its facil¬ 
ities, facilities that aren’t available in other 
areas in and around Oswestry. 

“It’s a safe environment that we and 
other young people go to to have fun but 
it it is also the place where we can learn 
new skills. 

“All of these questions are making us 
very anxious about The Centre’s youth ser¬ 
vice future. 

“The Centre youth services, like most if 
not all youth services locally and nationally 
help young people in so many ways with 
support, on-going projects and activities 
alongside advice on healthcare and drug 
and alcohol advice, that the futures of 
young people everywhere will be affected 
if they all just disappear because of cuts.” 


TWO brothers have fallen foul of an 
Oswestry school’s firm policy on haircuts. 

Keiran Matthews, 16, and his 13-year- 
old brother Callum have both spent time 
in the pastoral classroom at the Marches 
School because they are sporting the latest 
fashionable hairstyle - which is very close 
cut at the sides. The school said it could not 
comment on issues involving individual stu¬ 
dents but said it had “clear policies” which 
had been in place for several years. 

The boys’ father Tony, from Ardmillan 
Court in Oswestry, said he understood the 
school has its policies that include hair¬ 
styles. But he claimed his sons seemed to 
have been singled out. 

Mr Matthews said: “There are so many 
boys at the Marches that have the same 


haircut and they do not seem to have been 
sent to pastoral. 

“It’s an area where children are segre¬ 
gated from the rest of the school.The boys 
and I have talked about hairstyles and we 
have agreed that in the future they will not 
have hairstyles such as this.” 

Sarah Longville, headteacher at the 
school, said: “We are unable to discuss indi¬ 
vidual cases involving students due to their 
age and vulnerability. We have clear poli¬ 
cies at the school, that have been in place 
for many years, and parents/carers and stu¬ 
dents are made fully aware of these. 

“We set high standards for all students 
and when our policies are not adhered to, 
we work supportively with parents and the 
appropriate action is taken.”

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


Welshpool Town Council came 
out fighting this week, and be¬ 
fore you get your pens out it had 
nothing to do with my recent 
successful election bid as the 
member for the Llanerchydol 
ward. 

Councillors quite rightly 
snapped following a series of 
Facebook posts alleging po¬ 
tential wrongdoings and went 
straight to solicitors. Now any¬ 
one who has published allega¬ 
tions against members of the 
town authority will be receiving 
solicitor’s letters. I have openly 
criticised some of the council’s 
decision in this column in the 
past but you have to remember 
that there are libel laws to up¬ 
hold. 

What a lot of people tend 
to forget is that comments on 
Facebook and Twitter are bound 
by those very same libel laws. 
To put it into context making un¬ 
founded accusations on-line is 
as serious as doing so in print. 

Those who sit on town and 
community councils across 
Shropshire and Powys do so on 
a voluntary basis and receive no 
cash rewards for their efforts. 
And while they are often regard¬ 
ed as fair game it is unfair to libel 
and slander them. 

The social media scene is a 
minefield. Solicitors are making 
healthy livings by monitoring 
sites and we have all read of 
high profile incidents in recent 
months involving tweets about 
ongoing court cases. 

The rise of social media has 
meant that conversations about 
criminal cases, once had down 
the pub or over the garden 
fence, are now instantly pub¬ 
lished online - and can be shared 
with thousands. 

So you have to remember 
that the same laws need to be 
followed that in practice used 
to apply only to the mainstream 
media. If you comment on-line 
about a case or defendant in a 
way that could prejudice a tri¬ 
al you could be prosecuted for 
contempt and finish up behind 
bars. 

So think twice from now on 
when tempted to tap that an¬ 
gry message on your Twitter or 
Facebook account - you could 
well pay the price. 

What really surprised me this 
week was the revelation that 
a fifth of all reported crimes to 
the police go unrecorded - that 
means they take no action. 
That’s over 800,000 reports. 

A report by the HM Inspec¬ 
torate of Constabulary says the 
problem is greatest for victims of 
violent crime while 26 per cent of 
alleged sexual offences go unre¬ 
corded. 

The watchdog said the fig¬ 
ures were indefensible and now 
Flome Secretary Theresa May 
says the findings are “utterly un¬ 
acceptable”. I don’t agree with 
her often but on this occasion 
I’m right by her side.

Arguments on power 
plan are set to resume 


The battle over a proposed 
controversial power line 
has reached a new stage. 
SUE AUSTIH reports 

WHEN a new series of con¬ 
sultation events on plans for a 
power line through parts of Mid 
Wales to a village near Oswest¬ 
ry get under way next week, 
it will mark the next round in 
a long battle for campaigners 
opposed to the proposals. 

National Grid wants to build the 
30-mile power line from near Cefn 
Coch at Llanfair Caereinion to Low¬ 
er Frankton near Oswestry. 

The line will take energy generated 
from proposed windfarms in Mid Wales 
to the national network. 

National Grid has previously indi¬ 
cated some of the line will be built un¬ 
derground but other parts will be carried 
overhead on poles. 

Project 

As part of the process, National Grid 
will, during a series of consultation 
events at villages around Oswestry and 
Welshpool, unveil the detailed designs of 
the project. 

The first of the consultation events will 
take place on Monday next week at Whit¬ 
tington Senior Citizens Hall. 

National Grid bosses insist they have 
listened to public opinion expressed at 
previous consultation programmes. 

They have said for example the line 
would run underground through part of 
the picturesque Meifod valley. And they 
say they are looking at how they can re¬ 
duce the effects of the work to install the 
line. 

But National Grid officials are still 
likely to encounter opposition to the

plans at each of the events. Campaign¬ 
ers on both sides of the Shropshire/ 
Powys border are vehemently opposed 
to the power line. 

They say the line will blight the land¬ 
scape, harming tourism, wildlife and 
business. One of those likely to be af¬ 
fected by the route of the line is Clive 
Knowles, boss of the British Ironwork 
Centre, at Aston near Oswestry. 

Mr Knowles said he believed the en¬ 
tire length of the line should be under¬ 
ground. 

He said: “We offered to facilitate the 
undergrounding of the electricity line 
across our land when the issue first 
came up but our offer was dismissed. 

“We have a wonderful tourist attrac¬ 
tion here at the British Ironworks and 
sculpture park and Shropshire is such a 
beautiful part of the country, all these 
lines should go underground. 


“Profits should not come before the 
protection of the countryside.” 

Jonathan Wilkinson, chairman of 
Montgomeryshire Against Pylons, goes 
further, saying National Grid’s power 
line may be unnecessary in any event, 
depending on the outcome of a planning 
inquiry into the proposed windfarms in 
Mid Wales. 

Campaigners say if the windfarms 
are rejected, there will be no need for 
the power line. 

The result of that inquiry is not ex¬ 
pected for months. 

Mr Wilkinson said: “Plans are pro¬ 
gressing when it is not yet certain that 
the power line will be needed.” 

Hopes that more of the line could be 
undergrounded may have been given 
a timely boost by the announcement 
last week that £500 million is being 
set aside to bury lines at beauty spots 


around Britain. Eight national parks 
and areas of outstanding natural beauty 
have been placed on a shortlist of areas 
where power lines would run under¬ 
ground and pylons would be removed. 

The shortlisted areas for pulling 
down existing pylons and putting the 
cables underground are in Snowdonia, 
Peak District, New Forest and Brecon 
Beacons national parks, and the Dorset, 
Tamar Valley, High Weald and North 
Wessex Downs. 

“Having decided these are the biggest 
and ugliest ones, we now have to look 
at the feasibility,” said Chris Baines, 
an environmental consultant and chair 
of National Grid’s stakeholder advisory 
group. 

“Undergrounding is best when you 
can do it, but we also have to make sure 
the treatment isn’t worse than the dis¬ 
ease. It can leave quite a scar that is 
hard to heal.” 

Obstacles 

Putting lines underground requires a 
50-metre-wide trench to be dug to about 
two metres deep, to accommodate the six 
lines carried by pylons. 

Hard rocks or archaeological sites can 
also present obstacles. Alternatives in¬ 
clude moving the pylons to less obtru¬ 
sive locations. 

The scheme will add £500 million to 
electricity bills over eight years, or about 
£7 million a pylon, which National Grid 
says is equivalent to 22p a year on an 
average customer bill. 

Arguments for and against under¬ 
grounding, as well as about the general 
principle of installing power lines in 
important landscapes, are likely to be 
voiced at next week’s first consultation 
event in Whittington. 

And those arguments are likely to 
be repeated at the more than 20 other 
consultation events planned by National 
Grid for the Oswestry and Welshpool 
area. 

The latest round of consultation will 
run until January 17.

In April this year, the Coalition 
Government fulfilled its commit¬ 
ment to invest 0.7 per cent of the 
UK’s Gross National Income in 
international aid. 

This was a promise made by 
all mainstream political parties 
before last General Election, and 
was a key promise enshrined in 
the Coalition Agreement in 2010. 

This ‘achievement’ is not pop¬ 
ular with everyone, but I support 
it for two reasons. Firstly be¬ 
cause it was a ‘cast iron promise’ 
which we should keep. 

And secondly because it’s the 
right thing to do. 

It’s disappointing to me that 
many people oppose this policy, 
believing that the UK Govern¬ 
ment should be spending this 
£11 billion on services within the 
UK. 

There are a few people who 
would prefer to turn their backs 
on the abject poverty and dis¬ 
ease around the world. 

Personally, I find this an unat¬ 
tractive approach to Britain’s po¬ 
sition in the world, but I do think 
we should strive to make our in¬ 
ternational aid more acceptable. 

Firstly, the Government should 
make clear that no aid will be 
given just to reach the 0.7 per 
cent target. Aid must be direct¬ 
ed towards investment which is 
considered to be right, humane, 
and in Britain’s wider interests. 

Secondly, there should always 
be an accompanying assess¬ 
ment of Britain’s interest. 

If our foreign aid involves 
business opportunity and in¬ 
vestment, every effort must be 
made to give British suppliers 
the opportunity to compete for 
the business. 

Thirdly, the main focus of in¬ 
ternational aid must be to help 
those who receive not become 
‘dependent’. 

We must never forget the prin¬ 
ciple of teaching poor regions to 
produce themselves, not simply 
supply the produce (except in 
catastrophes such as drought 
and war damage). 

And finally, we should ac¬ 
cept that its desperation which 
comes with extreme poverty that 
creates disruptive movement of 
peoples around the world. 

It is in Britain’s interest to help 
people enable people in despair 
to rebuild lives and economies in 
their homeland.

CAN I REFUSE TO LET CONTRACTOR RE-DO DRIVEWAY NOT FIT FOR PURPOSE AND WITHHOLD PAYMENT? 

Q: I instructed a contractor to re-surface my drive. I requested the same surface as one down the road and he assured me that’s what I 
would get. The neighbouring drive is a solid surface with embedded aggregate. When my drive was finished the aggregate remained loose 
and within weeks had largely ground to dust, the rest being pushed to the edges by family cars going over it. 

When I complained the contractor begrudgingly agreed to re-do it but admitted it wouldn’t be the same as the neighbouring drive unless I 
want to pay double. My concern is that the finish isn’t fit for purpose so re-doing it would be pointless and I cannot afford to pay double for a 
different specification. Despite asking for one, he never provided a specification. What should I do? 

A: First point to make is that you did provide a specification: you stipulated that you required your drive to be the same as next door. 

As a consumer you are also protected by three statutory terms, even if you have nothing in writing. They are (1) Reasonable care and skill; (2) 
Reasonable time taken; (3) Reasonable cost. 

If you are unhappy with the finished job you must make it clear you are not accepting it, otherwise you may have to pay all or a portion of the 
price agreed in the contract. If you do not want to give the contractor the opportunity to put the work right you can cite breach of contract due 
to an absence of reasonable care and skill and inform him that you are rejecting the work. 

Collect photographic evidence of the poor workmanship, together with a print out of all communications with him from the time he was asked 
to quote. You should then seek immediate advice from a solicitor about how best to put your case together.

It may take training, some 
well thought out questions 
and good observation skills 
but I hope that with “pa¬ 
tient care always at the top 
of the agenda” the possibil¬ 
ity of missed appointments 
being due to this disease is 
being explored.

Property 
prices have fallen in areas with frack¬ 
ing. It is a role of councillors and MPs 
to try and protect the areas they rep¬ 
resent. Owen Paterson should be sup¬ 
porting his constituents in Dudleston, 
near Ellesmere, who are opposing 
fracking, rather than undermining 
them. 


Also it is interesting how he dis¬ 
misses the efficacy of alternative re¬ 
newable sources such as windfarms. 

In fact windfarms had a record out¬ 
put during the recent gales. For the 
first time, windfarms produced more 
energy than our nuclear power sta¬ 
tions, with wind providing nearly 20 
per cent of our electricity on Saturday, 
October 18. Even in normal condi¬ 
tions, a windfarm only produces about 
14 per cent of our electricity. 

I agree that windfarms must be lo¬ 
cated in the right place, which is why 
I opposed a local application to build a 


wind turbine between Malpas and No 
Man’s Heath, which would blight both 
villages. In general, far more of our 
electricity could, and should, be gener¬ 
ated from renewable sources. 

The Department of Energy and Cli¬ 
mate Change (DECC) expects renewa¬ 
bles to take an ever greater share over 
the next 20 years. By 2030, it expects 
renewables to be by far the biggest 
source of energy used in electricity 
generation, making up about 40% of 
the overall mix.

INTEGRATION between 
Powys County Council and 
Powys teaching Health 
Board is moving closer. 

A joint vision for inte¬ 
grated services between the 
two is being prepared. At a 
Powys County Council Cab¬ 
inet meeting on Tuesday 
last week, councillors were 
reminded that the Williams 
Commission recommendedit 
should merge with the 
health board. 

The council and health 
board is concerned about a 
full merger but see potential 
for integration.

Thousands of pensioners 
in fear of cold this winter 


THOUSANDS of older people in Shropshire 
and Mid Wales are worried they will not be 
able to stay warm this winter. 

An older person dies every seven minutes in the 
UK from cold weather each winter and those living 
in the coldest homes are hit most by excess winter 
death rates and illness, according to Age UK. 


Every winter, 25,000 
older people in England 
and Wales do not survive 
the cold, amounting to 206 
deaths a day, or one death 
every seven minutes. 

In Shropshire the annual 
average number of deaths 
classed by Age UK as “ex¬ 
cess winter deaths” and 
based on a three year period 
from 2007-2011, was 285 
people aged over 65. 

Age UK said countries 
which experience much 
colder temperatures, such 
as Finland, Germany and 
France, have significantly 
lower winter death rates, 
because the UK has the old¬ 
est houses in the EU. 

A third of over-65s are 
concerned about how they 
will heat their homes this 
winter and 70 per cent cent 
have fears over the high cost 
of energy, according to new 
research from Age UK. 

Just under one million 
older people live in fuel pov¬ 
erty and many cannot afford 
to heat their homes to a suf¬ 
ficient temperature to keep 
warm. 

The number of house-

holds found by Age UK to 
be experiencing fuel poverty 
in the county in 2011 was 
26,125 which represents 
10 per cent of households 
in Telford and Wrekin and 
14.8 per cent of those in 
Shropshire unitary area. 

Ann Wilde, the chair of 
trustees of Shropshire Sen¬ 
iors, said it is “shameful 
and utterly disgusting” that 
elderly people can die in this 
country as a result of cold 
weather. 

Mrs Wilde said: “Many of 
our older people are strug¬ 
gling to pay their heating 
bills. 

“I find it terribly sad, 
given that as a society we do 
not seem to care about our 
older people. 

“One person dying 
through the cold in this day 
and age is something we 
should be ashamed of, let 
alone one every seven min¬ 
utes. I believe there should 
be a system where people 
struggling with heating bills 
can claim extra help.” 


Lock keeper Colin to wind down

THE only man to win the Lock Keeper 
of the Year Award twice has decided to 
sell up after living in a cottage along¬ 
side the Montgomery branch of the 
Shropshire Union Canal for 30 years. 

Colin Payne, owner of Lock Keep¬ 
ers Cottage, Lower Frankton, near 
Oswestry, worked for the British 
Waterways Board for 38 years until a 
stroke forced his early retirement two 
years ago. 

Now aged 61, he has decided the 
time is right to sell the cottage and 


move on, with the hope of finding a 
smallholding. 

Mr Payne won the coveted national 
award from the Hotel Boat section of 
the Association of Pleasure Craft Op¬ 
erators in 2000 and 2004.

Changes 
for care 
system is 
welcomed 

CARE home bosses have 
backed a call for urgent re¬ 
forms of the way services 
are commissioned and paid 
for in Powys. 

A review into the quality 
of life and care of older peo¬ 
ple in care homes in Wales 
conducted by the Older 
People’s Commissioner has 
revealed “worrying flaws 
in procedures” for commis¬ 
sioning social care. 

The report by Sara 
Rochira claims the way care 
is arranged is more about 
“contractual frameworks 
and service specifications” 
rather than the quality of 
life of older people. 

Care Forum Wales, the 
organisation that repre¬ 
sents 500 independent care 
providers, welcomed many 
of the findings. 

Mario Kreft MBE, chair¬ 
man of Care Forum Wales, 
said the report had also 
highlighted the fact that 
it was less viable to run 
care homes in Wales than 
it was in England. He said: 
“Among the report’s impor¬ 
tant recommendations is 
the call to reform the deeply 
flawed commissioning pro¬ 
cess which encourages a tick 
box mentality rather than 
fostering a person-centred, 
outcome-based attitude 
which is about ensuring the 
best possible quality of life. 

“It is essential that res¬ 
idential care homes and 
nursing homes are viable 
businesses otherwise the 
whole network will col¬ 
lapse.”

Promise 
given on 
health 
services 

PATIENTS will not lose 
any of the services current¬ 
ly provided by Shropshire 
hospitals during any reor¬ 
ganisation of the system, a 
health boss has insisted. 

The vow has come from 
Paul Tulley, chief operat¬ 
ing officer of the Shropshire 
Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG), which along 
with its Telford & Wrekin 
counterpart is spearhead¬ 
ing the move for change 
to health services through 
the NHS Future Fit pro¬ 
gramme. The location of 
the new centre has yet to 
be decided, but will either 
be at the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital, Telford’s Princess 
Royal or on a new greenfield 
site located somewhere be¬ 
tween the two. 

If it stays at either of

Jobless levels on 
decrease in county 

THE annual pre-Christ¬ 
mas jobs boom helped un¬ 
employment in Shropshire 
plunge to a fresh six-year 
low last month, new fig¬ 
ures have revealed. 

Dole queues were 
slashed all around Shrop¬ 
shire and Mid Wales in 
October, delivering figures 
that were last seen in mid- 
2008. 

In Shropshire Council’s 
area, 2,644 people claimed 
Jobseekers Allowance, 
down from 2,743 in Sep¬ 
tember, meaning that 1.4 
per cent of the working 
population are now sign¬ 
ing on - the lowest figures 
since July 2008 when 2,535 
people, 1.3 per cent of the 
population, were on the 
dole. 

Powys also saw fewer 
claimants, with 1,033 peo¬ 
ple signing on.

Majority 
satisfied 
with 111 
call service 

NINE out of 10 patients 
who used the non-emer¬ 
gency NHS helpline which 
serves Shropshire were sat¬ 
isfied with it since it was 
handed over to West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service, a 
report has shown. 

During the previous year 
the ambulance service has 
received in the region of 
850,000 calls into the ser¬ 
vice. 

People can call 111 24 
hours a day for advice when 
seeking help with non-emer¬ 
gency and out of hours 
health matters. 

It is a marked turnaround 
from when it was first intro¬ 
duced in April 2013, replac¬ 
ing the former NHS Direct, 
and call centres run by dif¬ 
ferent providers in different 
counties were struggling to 
cope. 

The non emergency help¬ 
line was broken up into 46 
cut-price contracts and NHS 
Direct itself was left in defi¬ 
cit and forced to close. 

The ambulance service 
took it over in the West Mid¬ 
lands in November 2013. 

Figures from a patient 
survey show 91.3 per cent 
were satisfied with the ser¬ 
vice received, 77.1 per cent 
of which were very satisfied. 
Just 3.4 per cent claimed to 
dissatisfied. 

There were also 88.8 per 
cent of users who said they 
were likely to recommend 
the service. 

The service increased 
staffing levels and training.

Football club’s 
extension bid 
gets go-ahead 

A MAJOR extension to the Shropshire home of Welsh Pre¬ 
mier champions The New Saints has been given the go- 
ahead. 

Approval was given by councillors sitting on planning 
committee despite worries of nearby residents about in¬ 
creased problems with noise and lighting pollution from 
the proposed development. 

The club applied for permission for the development - 
including one full size and six training pitches - at The 
Venue at Park Hall near Oswestry which will also include 
more car parking. 

Councillors at a meeting of Shropshire Council’s north 
planning committee at Shrewsbury on Tuesday granted 
planning permission. 

Members of Whittington Parish Council said the plans 
should include a footpath the length of Burma Road where 
the Venue is sited. 

Objections from residents included worries about in¬ 
creased traffic and unacceptable levels of noise, particularly 
the pre and post match music. 

They also said they were worried about the lighting of 
the new pitches and the car park. 

And they said that the erection of stands around the new 
pitch in future would be unacceptable in the rural location. 

Shropshire Council planning officer Matthew Farmer 
said that there were no plans for stadium or seating area 
around the pitches. 

“The pitches will be floodlit however the lighting col¬ 
umns will be retractable and lowered when not in use,” 
he said. 

He said that the raising of land levels around the pitches 
would help reduce some of the noise. 


Robbers target 
countryside pub 


A GANG wearing balacla¬ 
vas committed a robbery at 
a pub after confronting a 
woman member of staff. 

The four men, one armed 
with a knife, another with 
a baseball bat, lay in wait 
at the Cross Foxes pub and 
restaurant near Overton as 
the premises were locked 
up.

The robbers stole a sub¬ 
stantial amount of cash be¬ 
fore fleeing in a vehicle.

Homecoming party held to 
welcome rows back home 



NOSTALGIA

THEY’RE home! 

It was party time in Butting- 
ton back in 1945 when some 
local heroes returned after five 
long years as prisoners. 

One of them was Clifford Mor¬ 
ris, who came from Buttington but 
in later years lived in Welshpool. 

And the other was Syd Pryce, of 
Long Mountain. 

The pair were in the Welsh 
Guards and were captured in Bou¬ 
logne in 1940. 

They were captured as the Brit¬ 
ish Army suffered a devastating 
defeat. 

The defeat culminated in the 
evacuation from Dunkirk, and the 
pair were in the same prison camp. 

This photo of their homecom¬ 
ing party has been loaned by 
David Evans, of Radbrook Green, 
Shrewsbury. 

Mr Evans was a cousin of Cliffs, 
but was more or less brought up as 
a son by him. 

Only a short time after his cap¬ 
ture, Cliff had sent a letter to his 
mother Mrs H. Preston - she had 
remarried - at Upper Cefn. 

In the letter Cliff told his mother 
of his fate and said: “I don’t want 
you to worry about me because I 
shall be all right.” 


Years later, his homecoming as 
a prisoner of war was at a local 
farm, Sale Farm. 

Mr Evans said: “It was one of 
his haunts growing up. 

“He asked for this reunion or 
coming home party to be held 
there. 

“You come up towards the nasty 
rail bridge at Buttington, there’s 
a turn left and a small Wesleyan 
chapel, and that’s Sale Lane.” 

Once a fit and strong man, Cliff 


came back all skin and bone, and 
his experiences as a prisoner had a 
lasting effect on him. 

Mr Evans said: “He went in the 
Army Al, and he came back C3. 

“He did suffer with trauma. 

“I remember when growing up 
with him there was a particular ef¬ 
fect that I can remember happen¬ 
ing only at meal time on a Sunday, 
but it could have been other days. 

“He seemed to look away and go 
into a kind of stupor, making an 


awful noise. Perhaps it was to do 
with them having scraps of food 
and not much food around, or per¬ 
haps being attacked to get his food 
-1 really don’t know the reason. 

“I also remember distinctly this 
bread and milk he ate which went 
on for years, although I guess he 
was eating other stuff as well. 

“His stomach had been so upset 
by his experience. 

“Eventually he came off it.” 

Cliff went on to work at Crig- 


gion radio station and died in Feb¬ 
ruary 1987. 

David was born in Aston Rogers 
in 1953. 

His father died when he was 
two. 

He said: “My mother had six 
children, and in the 1950s it was 
probably not as easy as it might be 
today. 

“Cliff Morris brought me up in 
place of my father. 

“He was a cousin.”

OSWESTRY-BORN war 
poet Wilfred Owen’s name 
will not be used on the train 
which will make a landmark 
journey next month. 

The Oswestry and Border

from Shrewsbury to Lon¬ 
don, marking the end of a 
hard-fought campaign for a 
direct rail service between 
Shropshire and the capital. 

The name that has been 
chosen for the Virgin Super 
Voyager will be The Wrekin 
Giant. 

Almost 2,000 readers 
voted for the name they 
wanted to be cast into a 
nameplate which will be 
seen travelling across the 
UK. Toni Sian Williams,

votes.

IT was not only members of the 
older generation who took part in 
war remembrance events in the 
Oswestry and Welshpool areas in 
the last few weeks. 

Many young people in and around the 
area have also been involved in paying 
tributes whether it was taking part in 
Remembrance Sunday or Armistice Day 
parades or playing their part in special 
projects to remember the war fallen. 

A group of young people in Oswestry paid 
their own tributes to fallen soldiers by creat¬ 
ing a smaller version of the ceramic poppy dis¬ 
play which has filled the moat at the Tower of 
London and which has been visited by tens of 
thousands of people. 

Students from the art department of Wal- 
ford and North Shropshire College created 
53 poppies which have been turned into a 
memorial to men from the town’s Cambrian 
Railways Company who fought and died in the 
First World War. 

Each poppy represents one of the men from 
the Cambrian Railways Company whose names 
are recorded on the Oswestry War Memorial 
and the Cambrian Railways Company Roll of 
Honour, which is on display in Oswestry Sta¬ 
tion as part of the Cambrian Heritage Rail¬ 
ways’ First World War exhibition. 

The poppies sculpture was unveiled during a 
ceremony which was attended by members of 
the Cambrian Heritage Railways group. 

Andrew Tullo, from Cambrian Heritage 
Railways, said: “At the Cambrian Heritage 
Railways we are very conscious of the contribu¬ 
tion made by the Cambrian Railway to the war 
effort from 1914, and are pleased that Walford 
students are showing their respect to the rail¬ 
way men who gave their lives.” 

The college’s history tutor Jo Jones said: 
“This was a wonderful opportunity for our stu¬ 
dents to commemorate and pay their respects 
to their local servicemen and women in a very 
‘hands on’, visual way; it will provide a very 
vivid and moving reminder of the real sacri¬ 
fice made by the town in this special centenary 
year of remembrance.” 

On the other side of the town, students and 
staff at The Marches School, Morda Road, 
spent a day taking part in activities ranging 
from training session with the army and “run¬ 
ning no man’s land” in PE to studying espio¬ 
nage propaganda and injuries. 

History teacher Helena Griffiths, who organ¬ 
ised the event, said: “We had several visitors. 

“The 6 Rifles, Shrewsbury, who brought 
with them some military vehicles and weapons, 
as well as giving an assembly on the realities of 
war, comparing WWI and today’s fighting and 
the significance of remembrance. 

“We had some workshops with actors as 
well, and students got into character as a WWI 
Tommy Soldier and from a woman at war per¬ 
spective. 

“The children really enjoyed the spirit of the 
day and embraced the variety of activities that 
have been on offer.” 

All students took part in an art project dur¬ 
ing the day to create a poppy. 

The poppies were then collated by students 
and staff in the art department and two colour¬ 
ful wreaths created. 

One will be placed in a memorial garden at 
the school which was created during the day, 
and the other on the war memorial in the cen¬ 
tre of Oswestry. 

Members of the Royal British Legion at¬ 
tended the school during the day to observe 
the activities taking place. 

Captain (Rtd.) David Cooper, who is in 
charge of Oswestry’s Poppy Appeal, said: “I

have been thoroughly impressed by the enthu¬ 
siasm of the students at the school.” 

“It was great to see the whole school sup¬ 
porting Armistice Day and we are very thank¬ 
ful to everyone involved,” Mr Cooper added. 

Year 9 student at The Marches School Tom 
Ellis said: “This project has really made me 
reflect on the horrors of war and it has been 
great to produce something as a school that 
will commemorate those who lost their lives 
in the war.” 

A Remembrance Row of 100 saplings was 
unveiled at the British Ironworks Centre, at 
Aston just outside Oswestry. 

The saplings have been planted by local 
children and volunteers from the Royal Brit¬ 
ish Legion with the support of various other 
organisations. 

Clive Knowles of the British Ironworks Cen¬ 
tre said: “We are very pleased to support this 
project. 


“It is very important to remember those that 
died in World War One but this project is also 
good for the environment, will attract wildlife 
and be a resource for schools for the future. 

“It’s nice to think that as the children grow 
they can watch the trees grow.” 

Staff and pupils at Adcote School near 
Oswestry commemorated the centenary of 
the First World War with special services of 
remembrance, bringing to a close a series of 
activities this year marking 100 years since 
hostilities in First World War began. 

Youngsters particularly remembered Mau¬ 
rice Darby of Adcote, who was killed in action 
on March 11 1915 not long before his 21st 
birthday. 

His uncle, Sir George Arthur found his body 
on the battlefield and arranged to bring it back 
for burial at Little Ness - a very rare conces¬ 
sion in war time. 

When Maurice’s father died in 1925, the Ad¬ 


cote estate was sold to become the home for the 
school founded in 1907. 

Headmaster, Gary Wright said: “In this im¬ 
portant centenary year it is particularly impor¬ 
tant for the next generation to understand the 
significance of not just the First World War but 
all subsequent conflicts in the 20th and 21st 
centuries.” 

Mr Wright added: “As a school, we come to¬ 
gether to remember the courage and sacrifice 
of many young people, which will always have 
great significance. 

“Remembrance Day is a very important oc¬ 
casion for the country and forms a special part 
of our cultural traditions.” 

And to prove what happens in wartime af¬ 
fects people of all generations, a war veteran 
born near Oswestry had a memorable Armi¬ 
stice Day. 

Former gunner and Second World War vet¬ 
eran, Stanley Williams was at the Armistice 


Day commemorations in Antwerp on Novem¬ 
ber 11. 

Mr Williams was celebrating his 91st birth¬ 
day that day. He paraded with a British Le¬ 
gion contingent and met British Conservative 
MEPs who were also there to pay their re¬ 
spects. 

The commemorations took place in Ant¬ 
werp City Centre and the Commonwealth War 
Grave at the Antwerp Schoonselhof Cemetery. 

This contains the graves of 1,557 British and 
Commonwealth service personnel who died 
in the world wars as well as 16 Polish and 1 
French war burials, a United States airman at¬ 
tached to the Royal Air Force, and 16 non-war 
graves, mainly of merchant seamen. 

Ceremonies were held at the Belgian, British 
and French memorials and also at the memo¬ 
rial to the Jewish victims of Nazism. 

At the same time, major commemorations 
were held at many other locations.

IT was a castle besieged - not by an 
army of soldiers but an army of mo¬ 
tor rally fans, from the very young 
to those with a lifetime of memories 
of the rally world. 

The Wales Rally GB brought its Ral¬ 
lyFest to Chirk Castle near Oswestry on 
Saturday. 

Thousands descended on the National Trust 
property to watch special spectator stages 
around the grounds of the castle and enjoy the 
fun and entertainment put on by the organ¬ 
isers. 

There was nothing but praise from the 
crowds for the organisation of the event - a 
marked difference to last year’s event when 
traffic chaos meant that hundreds of people 
were left outside the castle grounds in traffic 
jams for hours. 

This year the event was made ticket only 
and Ben Taylor, managing director of Wales 
Rally GB, was at Chirk to see how changes this 
year have improved the RallyFest. 

“Last year we had no idea how many people 
would want to buy tickets on the gate. 

“When 4,000 people turn up without tickets 
then obviously the car parking and the road 
system is not going to cope,” he said. 

“We have ensured that there is more park¬ 
ing and that the exit and entrance routes are 
capable of carrying the traffic. 

“There is a real sense that this is a world 
class sporting event in the region. 

“It’s a great day out for all the family, with 
opportunities to get involved throughout mid 
and North Wales.” 

Organisers said that 5,000 people attended 
the RallyFest in the grounds of the historic 
castle. 

Mr Taylor said: “The huge field of interna¬ 
tional and national crews, combined with en¬ 
tertainment for all ages, created the perfect 
spectator experience. 

“There was an aerobatics display by the Red 
Bull Matadors, supercar and historic rally car 
demonstrations, and a retail area featuring a 
strong presence from the event’s official car 
partner, Hyundai. 

“These attractions complemented the short 
but spectacular 1.3-mile stage around the cas¬ 
tle grounds, with Norway’s Henning Solberg 
recording the quickest time.” 

“A range of enhancements this year included 
a much improved traffic management system, 
expanded viewing areas and event better spec¬ 
tator facilities. 

“Everywhere I looked there were families 
and children with smiles on their faces, which 
is exactly what the RallyFest Stages are all 
about. 

“The reaction was great, the setting was per¬ 
fect and we look forward to building on that 
success next year.” 

Spectators travelled from across Britain and 
beyond to see the parade of super cars and the 
historic rally cars before the rally stage got 
under way. 

Car enthusiast Lyndon Williams from 
Oswestry said the event was remarkably well 
organised. 

“Everything seems to have run very 
smoothly,” he said. 

“We had no trouble getting into the grounds 
and the organisation within the grounds is also 
very good. 

“I am very impressed. 

“It seems that Wales Rally GB wants to en¬ 
courage a return to rallies being family events 
and by doing this they will certainly draw the 
families.”

Two-time FIA World Rally Champion Sebas- 
tien Ogier clinched the final victory of the sea¬ 
son on the rally on Sunday. With a comfortable 
overnight lead, all Ogier needed to do was pace 
himself to the end - and he did so to perfection, 
winding up 37.6 seconds clear of his closest 
pursuer to conclude his championship-winning 
campaign with a commanding eighth triumph.

Dial up 999 only 
in an emergency 
police tell public 

WOULD you dial 999 if you couldn’t find your wallet or 
because you had no money for a taxi? 

Or what about if you couldn’t find the dog’s lead or a car 
had driven past with tinted windows? 

These are genuine reasons why residents have dialled the 
emergency 999 number and asked for West Mercia Police. 

One person even called officers in Shropshire because 
their wife “wouldn’t give them the remote control”. 

And while they might sound like funny stories, officers 
in the county are urging people to only dial 999 in an emer¬ 
gency. 

Emergency services are trying to cut inappropriate calls 
by urging residents to “use their common sense”. 

Natasha Kaur, operational communications assistant 
at West Mercia Police, said: “We regularly get calls from 
people asking to be taken home as they have no money for 
a taxi, or when they are unable to call the non-emergency 
number 101 due to lack of credit on a mobile phone. 

“Examples of incidents where 999 was not the way to 
report them include vehicles parked on double yellow lines, 
lost wallets, reporting cars with tinted windows. 

“More extreme examples include calls reporting “my wife 
won’t give me the remote control” and “I can’t take my dog 
out for a walk as I can’t find the lead.” 

It has been revealed that more than two thirds of 999 
calls made to police in Shropshire over the past year were 
not emergencies. Another example of inappropriate calls 
to 999 in recent months include one from a woman who 
phoned police to complain about a lack of topping on her ice 
cream. In many cases, officers said most people would see it 
as common sense that calls like those should not be made 
to a phone number dedicated to emergencies. 

Emergencies include where the police are required im¬ 
mediately including when a crime is in progress, someone 
suspected of a crime is nearby or when there is danger to 
life. It also includes when violence is being used or threat¬ 
ened. Between October last year and September this year, 
69 per cent of 999 calls to police in Shropshire were deemed 
“ non-emergencies ”. 

Instead, residents in Shropshire are being urged to call 
their non-emergency 101 number if a matter is not urgent. 

The emergency services often release details of 
time-wasting calls they receive in a bid to urge people to 
think twice before calling 999.

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New engine for the Swift 


By Graham Breeze 

Suzuki is determined to 
strengthen its UK position with 
the January arrival of a new and 
much more efficient engine for 
Swift. 

The company has recognised op¬ 
position growth in this lower end of 
the market with Fiesta and Corsa both 
boasting efficient one-litre alternatives 
and launched a new 1.2-litre petrol 
unit incorporating Suzuki’s latest tech¬ 
nology, utilising twin fuel injectors for 
improved fuel economy. 

That means fewer trips to the petrol 
pump, startling fuel figures and emission 
levels lower than the vehicle excise charge 
level. 

The new technology, known as Dualjet, 
has resulted in Swift boasting 65.7mpg on 
the combined fuel consumption cycle, rep¬ 
resenting a 16 per cent improvement over 
the current petrol engine. 

Another benefit of Dualjet technology is 
reduced C02 emissions of 99g/km, mean¬ 
ing that Swift models with this engine are 
now exempt from VED (Vehicle Excise 
Duty) charges. 

Outwardly the test car looked no differ¬ 
ent and to be honest it was impossible to 
tell it apart from the current petrol model 
- the only difference will be in the driver’s 
pocket. 

When the car arrives in showrooms in 
January it will cost you an extra £500 but 
owners will recoup the extra spend pretty 


quickly. Add the money you save on visits 
to the pumps to the £175 saving on ex¬ 
cise licence costs and it makes sense to 
choose the new Dualjet model. 

It’s a complex system but the new tech¬ 
nology positions the fuel injectors closer to 
the engine inlet valves allows for a finer fuel 
mixture which provides a more effective 
transfer into the cylinder. Internal modifica¬ 
tions to the engine include the use of a new 
type of inlet port and combustion chamber 
with other mechanical parts also modified 
to reduce frictional losses and provide 
smoother running. 

The maximum power output is 90PS ver¬ 
sus 94PS for the current petrol engine with 
a slightly increased torque figure of 120Nm 
at 4,400rpm versus 118Nm at 4,800rpm. 

Other modifications include slight altera¬ 
tions to gear ratios for greater flexibility on 
the road, and the addition of Engine Auto 
Stop Start (EASS). 

The new Dualjet technology for Swift will 
initially be available as an optional engine 
choice on SZ4 two wheel drive models. 

There are, of course, better equipped 
opponents to Swift and while you get what 
you pay for with this model inside the cabin 
there’s a dynamic feel and attractive black 
seats with colour-coding stripes. 

Global sales of Swift have now passed 
the four million mark since launch in 2004 
- 18 months after the celebration of three 
million units. Launched in the UK in May 
2005; more than 90,000 Swifts have been 
sold and now account for around 30 per 
cent of the UK sales mix. 

Since June 2014 all Swift models are fit¬ 
ted as standard with LED daytime running

lights and front fog nights. A gear shift indi¬ 

cator was also added on manual models 
to help aid fuel efficiency as well as a Tyre 
Pressure Monitor System. 

Swift is available in four clearly defined 
specification grades, SZ2, SZ3, SZ4 plus 
Swift Sport; in addition to seven airbags 
and ESP as standard, SZ2 has front pas¬ 
senger airbag deactivation facility, electric 
front windows, remote central door locking 
with deadlocks, electrically adjustable and 
heated door mirrors. 

There’s a MP3/WMA compatible CD 


tuner with USB port and steering wheel 

mounted audio controls. SZ3 adds air con¬ 
ditioning, 16-inch alloy wheels, an integrat¬ 
ed audio unit with bluetooth connectivity, 
including music streaming facility. 

Since June, SZ4 models are equipped 
with navigation and DAB digital radio as 
standard which adds to the already high 
specification that includes automatic air 
conditioning, electric rear windows, rear 
privacy glass, push button keyless start, 
automatic headlamps, cruise control and 
mirrors with integrated turn indicators.

Another standard technology is 
the tyre pressure monitoring system, 
which warns if any of the tyres lose 
significant pressure during a journey. 

Further available technologies in¬ 
clude hands-free tailgate, blind spot 
information system, active city stop, 
lane keeping aid, lane keeping alert, 
auto high beam, driver alert and traffic 
sign recognition.

B is for better in this class

Most people will be able to pic¬ 
ture a Mercedes-Benz A-Class. 
Few will be able to visualise a 
B-Class - and that is a problem. 

Car buyers draw up a shortlist of po¬ 
tentials and if a vehicle isn’t at the fore¬ 
front of their minds when they do this, 
it soon becomes a curio or also-ran. 
The thing is, while the first genera¬ 
tion B-Class deserved to be forgotten 
about, the second generation car was 
genuinely worth your attention. 

The issue at hand was that too few peo¬ 
ple even knew it existed, let alone what its 
qualities were. Mercedes realised this and 
have tried to make the B-Class a bit more 
memorable, beefing up the styling and im¬ 
proving the value proposition. 

It’ll never be an exciting car per se, but 
the B-Class is a model that family buyers 
ought to consider. It’s now been refined to 
a rare polish. 

The most interesting news is the launch 
of the B-class Electric Drive model that’s 
been developed in co-operation with Tesla. 
Power comes via a 177bhp electric motor 
that punts it silently to 62mph in 7.9sec and 
on to a limited top speed of 10Omph. 

If you prefer more overtly fossil-sourced 
propulsion, the B-Class gets an improved 
Renault-derived 1.5-litre four-cylinder die¬ 
sel in the B180 CDI which improves effi¬ 
ciency by about five per cent. 

The 2.1-litre B200 and B220 CDI diesels 
continue, the latter offered with an all-wheel 
drive variant. Petrol power comes via a pair 
of 1.6-litre four-cylinder units. The B180 is 


good for 122PS and the B200 a modest 
156PS. A six-speed manual transmission 
is fitted as standard but a clever 7G-DCT 
dual clutch transmission is available as an 
option. This shifts gear with virtually no in¬ 
terruption in motive power and Mercedes 
claims it combines the comfort of an auto¬ 
matic with the efficiency of a manual trans¬ 
mission. 

Petrol and diesel models now get a re¬ 
vised front bumper, wide radiator trim with 
two louvres and now integral daytime run¬ 
ning lamps in the headlamps. 

The rear bumper has also been modified 
and now features a contoured covering 
and an additional chrome trim strip. LED 
High Performance headlamps are optional 
while all B-Class models get standard fit bi¬ 
colour tail lamps featuring LED technology. 

Quality 

The cabin’s come in for a spruce-up too, 
with materials quality improved, the dial 
pack restyled, a choice of 12 ambient light¬ 
ing colours, as well as a bigger free-stand¬ 
ing head unit display. There’s still a good 
deal of space on board, the 976mm of rear 
legroom even acing the S-Class luxury sa¬ 
loon. This car is also optionally available 
with the Easy-Vario-Plus system which en¬ 
ables simple reorganisation of the interior 
so as to enable the transportation of bulky 
items. 

There’s plenty of standard kit and some 
very interesting options. 

The Collision Prevention Assist Plus 
package features autonomous partial 
braking to reduce the risk of rear-end col¬ 
lisions. The standard Attention Assist fea¬ 
ture has also been upgraded: operating 
within an extended speed range (37 - 124

mph), this now uses a five-stage bar dis¬ 
play to visualise the driver’s current atten¬ 
tion level. There’s also ‘Mercedes connect 
me”, a connected services package that 
includes an emergency call function if by 
some chance you do manage to crash. 

The engine line up screams of efficien¬ 
cy with a very low drag coefficient and a 
number of energy saving features such as 
eco start/stop and the electrically-assist¬ 
ed steering system. The latest B220 CDI 
4MATIC offers real efficiency gains over 
its predecessor, lowering C02 from 150 


to 130g/km. Fuel economy for the diesels 
ranges between 56.5 and 78.5mpg, while 
the petrol engines come in at between 42.8 
and 52.3mpg. The B-class Electric Drive 
uses a 16.6kWh lithium ion battery claimed 
to provide a range of around 124 miles. 

Depreciation of the old B-Class was 
slightly better than average for the com¬ 
pact MPV class and this latest model 
should improve that a little further thanks 
to less residual dilution due to better stand¬ 
ard equipment and also the beneficial ef¬ 
fect of improved engine efficiency.

In very cold, wet and windy con¬ 
ditions, competitors embarked on a 
5k off road run, then a 20k off road 
mountain bike, before tackling an¬ 
other 3.5k off road run. 


Roberts worked his way past 
several riders who had slipped off 
the road in the muddy conditions, 
sometimes having to run with the 
bike as other competitors blocked 
the muddy single tracks. 

Despite this, there was no stop¬ 
ping the Oswestry Olympian who 
finished strongly to win the gold 
medal in 1:51:33. 

Cold 

“The cold had got to me by the 
time I started the second run, but 
I got into a rhythm and finished 
strongly,” he said. 

“It was a good steady first run on 
mainly fire roads, but the real pain 
started on the bike leg as it got very 
cold and the conditions were awful. 


“It was very muddy and mostly 
single track and you had to spend 
a lot of the time trying to get past 
competitors who had slipped off 
their bikes, either squeezing past 
them or dismounting and running 
with the bike.” 


Oswestry Olympian Ali Laven¬ 
der finished a creditable second in 
the Betws Trail 10k at Betws-y- 
coed, just 52 seconds behind inter¬ 
national mountain runner Sarah 
Tunstall of Kendal AC. 

Clubmate Paul Jones won the 
Rhobell Fawr (Dolgellau) six-mile 
race (1,900ft of climb) for the over¬ 
all title in the Cotswold outdoor 
North Wales series.
